that they are overwhelmingly in favor 
of the United States entering the World 
Court. 

The students, delegates to’ the National 
‘Collegiate World Court Conference, 
voted first as they had been instructed 
by their colleges, and on this poll 1460 
voted to enter the World Court with the 
Harding-Coolidge-Hughes reservations, 
four voted not to'enter, sixteen voted 
for the harmony peace plan and ten 
voted to enter the Court without reser- 
vations. Voting as individuals they reg- 
istered 193 votes for entering the Court 
with reservations, twelve voted to enter 
the _ Court .without reservations, ten 
voted against entrance into the Court, 
a nine were for the harmony peacé 
plan. 

The sentiment of the delegates as they 
voted as individuals and representatives 
of their colleges was incorporated at the 
night session into a resolution favoring | 
the World Court with the. Harding- 
Hughes-Coolidge reservation. It was 
adopted by a vote of 244 delegates to 6.

Senator Irvine L. Lenroot of Wiscon- 
sin told several hundred members of the 
National Republican Club yesterday af- 
ternoon that he did not expect them to 
know as much ‘about, the statute creat- 
ing the World Court as several ‘hundred 
collegians ‘before whom he-and Clar- 
ence S. Darrow,’ Chicago ‘lawyer, de- 
bated .the World Court issue on Friday 
at -Pringeton.

He 
continued : 

“The refunding policy followed-by the 
A@ministration up to the present mo- 
ment is disastrous to world peace. It 
does not represent either the generous 
spirit or the sober business sense of the 
American people. Why, then, are not 
our voices raised to protest against the 
wrong that has been.done to nations 
that fought with us in.the World War? 
I use the word ‘wrong’ advisedly. It 
is'more than wrong—it is shameful—to 
impose very. hard terms upon Great 
Britain, plunge France into political 
and financial confusion ‘by a. her 
termis that she could live up to, pretend 
that we are especially favoring Bel- 
gium, and then grant Italy a refunding 
agreement that radically differentiates 
in ltaly’s favor.

SERIOUSLY HURT IN FIGHT 





is Lying Unconscious on the Floor 
When Found by Amos Rusie 
—$200 Taken. 





Arthur H. Bell, 75-year-old superinten- 
‘a@ent of the Polo Grounds who has been 
associated with the New York Giants 
for nearly fifty years, was beaten in- 
sensible last night in an office in the 
clubhouse at the stadium by two rob- 
bers who escaped wit, $200.. Bell was 
taken to Columbus Hospital with nine 
deep gashes in his head. His condition 
is serious. 

The assault on the ‘aged man was 
made not long after 6 o'clock. Bell was 
alone in the office, preparing to pay off 
the night crew employed at the stadium. 
He had about $600 in envelopes before 
him on a table. " 

The office, near the players’ dressing 
Tooms, is at the end of a hallway, A 
bright. electric lamp was burning out- 
side. Bell saw the light go out suddenly 
and a moment later he looked up from 
the money to see two strangers slip 
through the office door. One was about 


, 25 years old and the other about 35. 


As Bell started to rise the pair grabbed 
him. Both men struck him over the head 
repeatedly as he tried to free himself. 
Whether the blows were struck with 

acks or with the butt ends of 
pistols was not known. During-the un- 
equal struggle Bell managed to brush 
several packages containing $40Q under 
the desk. 

The pair picked up two envelopes, 
emptied them of about $200, threw the 
envelopes on the floor and disappeared 
without arousing the suspicion of work-. 
men who were not far away. 

About fifteen minutes later Amos: 
Rusie, famous pitcher of two decades 
ago and now a_night watchman at the 
Polo Grounds, walked into the office and 
found Bell lying on the floor. Near by

the desk. The contents were untouched. 
Rusie notified the detectives of the West 
185th Street Station and called an am- 
bulante. Bell recovered. consciousness 
after reaching the hospital ahd was able 
to describe his assailants.

PARDON CALLED A ‘VICTORY’ 


He Will Continue the Fight for 
Which He Was Imprisoned, Says 
Workers’ Secretary. 


Benjamin Gitlow, vpardoned by Gover- 
nor Smith .»while serving a sentence of 
from five to ten years for violating the 
criminal anarchy statute, accepted the 
State’s suit of) clothes yesterday and 
with a gift of$10, the usual one handed 
to released prisoners, stepped out of 
Sing Sing Prison a free man, 

Gitlow shook hands with Principal 
Keeper McInerney and other prison at- 
tendants, pulled his brown cap over his 
eyes and walked to the Ossining ‘station, 
where he boarded a train for New York. 
He was met at the Grand Central Sta- 
tion at noon by a group of twenty-five 
friends, members. of. various radical 
unions in this city, and left at 1 o'clock 
to address, by invitation, the convention 
of the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union in Philadelphia. 

During his brief stay in New York be- 
tween trains Gitlow conferred with asso- 
ciates in, the. Workers’ (Communist) 
Party. Afterward William W. Wein- 
stone, General Secretary-of District 2 of 
the Workers’ Party, issued, a statement, 
in which he. declared that Gitlow would 
continue to ‘‘carry forward the fight 
for which he was imprisoned, for the 
establishment of a labor party, for 
world trade unity, for recognition of So- 
viet Russia, for amalgamating the union 
into powerful instruments in the strug- 
gles with the employing class and for 
the defense of every right of thé work- 
ers to organize, to speak, to strike and 
to picket.’’ 

The statement in part follows: 

. “The pardoning of Benjamin Gitlow 
by Governor Smith is a victory for or- 
ganized labor of New York City. Bea- 
jamin Gitlow was imprisoned because ne 
championed the interests of the workers. 
He was freed because hundreds of thou- 
sands of organized workers of New 
York Cit ‘g in support of the campaign 
conducted by the International Labor 
Defense and the Workers (Communist) 
Party, aided by friendly. organizations, 
through resolutions in their unions and 
through mass meetings, demanded his 
release. 

“The victory of the New York workers 
is not only in the freedom of Gitlow, 
but also in the admission-of Governur 
Smith that Benjamin Gitlow was im- 
prisoned for the expression of a polit- 
ical opinion. antagonistic to the interests 
of the capitalist class. In other words, 
that he committed a political ‘crime’ 
and was a political prisoner. 

“This admission on the part of the 
Governor shows that in America, with 
its boasted rights of free speech and 
freedom of opinion, members of th? 
working class are imprisoned because 
their opinions do not coincide with those 
of the spokesmen for big business. 

“The pardoning of Gitlow must not de- 
ceive’ ary worker regarding the. inten- 
tions of the capitalist class. At the very 
moment of the pardoning of Gitlow, the 
President in his message to Congress 
declares for the registration of all alien 
workers, under the guise of enforcing 
the immigration law; the President pro- 
poses the creation of a weapon through 
which the capitalists can enforce greater 
sldvery over both native and foreign- 
born baby igranctrd ~ omeey rouge ~

ized labor are gen sentenced to long- 
time imprisonment. for defending the 
right. of freedom of speech, and for 
fighting for the interests of organized 
labor: The confirmation of the impris- 
onment of Charlotte Anita Whitney is 
again a demonstration that the capitalist 
class is pursuing a policy of persecution 
and oppression. of the workers. 

“The freedom of Benjamin Gitlow 
must be the starting point of a wide- 
spread agitation to arouse the workers 
to the need of energetic struggle against 
these efforts of the capitalists to subju- 
gate labor.” 

Captain George L. Darte, Adjutant 
General of the Military Order of the 
World War, in a statement yesterday 
declared the pardoning of Gitlow was 
“a deplorable miscarriage of justice” 
which would not meet with the approval 
of true American citizens. 

Captain Darte did not question Gov- 
ernor Smith’s patriotism or his philan- 
thropic motives but he did question his 

udgment ‘in liberating a man who de- 
liberately preaches the doctrines of revo- 
jution, anarchy and overthrow of this 
Government, a man who was justly con- 
victed and such decision upheld by the 
United States Supreme Court.” 


RIOTING HINDERS GITLOW. 


His Address Postponed When Police 
Clear Convention Hall. 
“Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec, 12.—An attack 
on policemen by 2,000 infuriated visitors 
to the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Convention, and rioting among 
the delegates, left them without a meet- 
ing place tonight to hear Benjamin 
Gitlow, radical, who had hastened here 
after his release from Sing Sing this 
morning to address them. 

The convention delegates, who were 
returning to the hall at 4 o'clock after 
an hour’s recess, were prevented from 
entering by a turbulent crowd of visit- 
ors, said to be Communists from New 
York and Philadelphia. The police had 
dispersed. them. earlier in the day, but 
when the doors were opened to receive 
the @elegates they made a rush for 
the entrance. 

Two policemen charged them, but 
their efforts were futile. A riot call was 
sent in by the superintendent of the 
hall and thirty policemen answered. The 
ttrowd was then dispersed and two ar- 
(tre were made, 

Meanwhile the delegates who had 


entered the hall “became embroiled, 
the “‘Left Wing’’ members accusing the 








union officers of having called the po- 
lice., An uproar ensued. The radical 


-| element staged a démonstration against 


the rostrum, where President Morris Sig- 
man and other officers were seated, 
Policemen dispersed them and the hall 
was cleared. 

Following a conference’ of ‘the Execu- 
tive Board tonight, President Sigman 
announced that. the next session of the 
workers; will be held at the Labor In- 
stitute tomorrow afternoon, when an ad- 
dress will be made by Benjamin Gitlow. 
He was to have addressed the delegates 
tonight, but the plans were changed 
after the rioting. 

Mr, Gitlow, accompanied by his wife, 
registered at the Benjamin Franklin 
Hotel late this afternoon. He had 
stopped in New York today, he said, 
only to visit his mother, and was wear- 
ing the clothes issted him at the prison.

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CAPTURE OF MEDINA 
. REGARDED AS SERIOUS) 


May Threaten Europeans in the 
Middle East, With the Wahabis 
as Victors.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—Possibilities of the 
most serious import as to future politi- 
cal complications for European powers 
having interests in the Orient are fore- 
seen in some quarters here as a result 
of the capture-of the holy city of Medina 
in Arabia by Ibn Saud, Sultan of Nejd 
and head of the militant Arab Wahabi 
sect. \ 
In fact,.some observers go so far as 
to say that Turkey on the north and 
the territories now. controlled by the vic- 
torious Wahabis on the south may be- 
come the’ upper and nether millstones 
destined to crush the. States lying be- 
tween, which are targely under Euro- 
pean influence, thus creating problems 
of the utmost importance to Europe. 

A correspondent of The Manchester 
Gnardian points out that although Iba 
Saud just now is friendly both to Bri- 
tain and France, his real belief is that 
European control of these regions is 
merely transient. In fact, the cone 
queror of Medina once told a British 
representative. who visited his domain 
that some day the Arabs of the Middle 
East would rise tke their rivers and 

submerge everything lying in their path. 

For the first time in their history the 
capture of Medina gives the war-like 
Wahabis control of q railway station, 
Medina being the terminus .* the Hed- 
az Railway running northward to Da- 

ascus. This, taken in conjunction with 

e fact that Medina is the second 
holiest city in Islam, will probably give 
Ibn Saud great prestige and enable him 
to strike further serious blows. 

The Wahabi mov t repr ts an 
attem among Moslem Puritans to 
purge Islam of what they consider 
blemishes, and its spread implies the 
spread of an Arab nationalist spirit 
which may -well. becomé-a menace to 
Buropeans in thé Middle East.

They allege in the suit that the ring 
weighs more than 19 carats, and is a 
perfect white stone,. worth more. than 
$20,000, butthat when Goldsmith exam- 
ined it he falsely represented that’ it is 
imperfect because it contains a pinhole, 
and is worth only $15,000. He agreed to 
lend them only $10,000 en condition that 
they give him a bill of sale, pay 6 per 
cent. interest, and a bonus of. $2,950 
under an agreement that they cotld re- 
purchase it before Oct,,12 for $12,950, 
but if they failed to do so they would 
losé all right to the ring. They said 
they agreed because they were ‘‘badly 
pressed” for funds.

Husband Now. in Insane Hospital 
After Having Been Injured 
‘In an Accident.’ 


/ Uttusual ciroumstances attending the 
duit: of "Mrs. Teresa Vigio of Mariner's 
Harbor, 5. 1., against the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, in which she 
got @ verdict for $27,500 on Friday be- 
cause of an injury to her husband which 
drove him insane, were made known 
yesterday by her attorney, Milton Fisher 
of 288 Broadway. Mr. Pisher took her 
case after twelye other lawyers had re- 
fused) tO aif her and five years after 
the Statute of Limitations. would have 
barred the case ordinarily. 

The facts revealed yesterday wére that, 
on Jan. 1, 1915, Peter Vigio was in a 
rowboat alongside a derrick removing 
pipe from the bottom.of Staten Island 
Sound: A clamp from’ the’ derrick fell 
and struck Vigio. on the head-and over- 
turned the rowboat. He was rescued 
from the water by his ‘fellow .workmen 
wut did not reach his*home for hours 
after the accident. He complained of 
pains in his head and body and ten days 
later disappeared. He was found and 
Sent tothe Bellevue Hospital psycho- 
pathic ward for observation, and later 
committed to the inaate hospital et Cen- 
tral Islip. 


Family Suffered Hardship. 


During the time her husband was in 
the Hospital Mré, Vigio and three chil- 


Shé appeiiied to the Italian Consulate 
for aid, after a number of attorneys had 
refused to take her ease against the 
Standard Oil Company. The Consulate 
appealed to the ‘Workmen's, Compensa- 
tion Commission for an award, but after 
an éxamination of ‘Vigio had beeh made 
by an alienist employed by the Commis- 
sion; who reported that in his opinion 
Vigio’s insanity did not arise from the 
accident, the claim was rejected. 

The hospital authorities later agreed to 
the release of Vigio. upon the promise of 

his wife to take him to Italy, and he 
‘was delivered to Mrs. Vigio on a steam- 
ship pier .in =e by a hospital at- 
tendant. Mrs. Vigio then decided that 
since her husband had been naturalized 
she would not take him back to Italy, 
but went with him to her home fn West 
Hoboken. Soon afterward he found em-. 
ployment in a silk mill where he worked 
for two years until his mania returned 
suddenly. After he had attacked his 
wife and other members of his house- 
hold, a fellow-employe and a woman 
passing on the street, he was sent to 
the New Jersey State Hospital, where 
he is now confined as ‘hopelessly insane,

Another Branch to Be Qpened,

Commissioner Charles A. Harnett .of 
the Bureau of Motor Vehicleg announced 
yesterday-that.a new branch office for 
the distribution of 1926 plates would be 
opened tomorrow, morning on the tenth 
floor of the World Building. It will 
bring the distribution places in the five 
New ‘York City boroughs up to forty, 
including the main ‘office at 220 “West 
Fortieth Street and the central Brooklyn 
office at 42 Myrtle Avenue.

Statistics compiled ‘at the main office 
yesterday showed that 44,000 plates have 
been issued in. New York’ City. , This 
was slightly less than the number that 
had been distributed at the, same. time 
last year. 

Commissioner Harnett called ‘attention 
to the fact that more branch offices had 
been equipped this season than last year, 
with ample facilities. for prempt delivery 
of the- new license plates. 

“I cannot urge too strongly upon all 
motor car ownera to apply during the 
coming week for the 1926 plates,"* said 
Mr. Harnett. Putting the matter off 
will certainly cause great congestion, 


not only the motor car owners but to 
the Motor Bureau force, and troublesome 
delays cannot be avoided. The bureau 
is anxious to remove every possibility of 
inconvenience, but the hearty coopera- 
tion of the New York City car. owners 
is necessary, No extension of time will 
be granted,, and owners appearing on 
the streets.on Jan. 1 with the 1925 plates 
on their cars will be liable to arrest:”’ 

An amendment to the old law will per- 
mit motor car owners who obtain their 
plates early to place them on their cars 
on afd after Dec, 26. This action was 
taken so as to remove the inconvenience 
of using the old numbers until midnight 
of the day on which they expired and 
then changing them to the new numbers 
on the first day of theyear-:

In that time he’ 
has taken the physical measurements. of 
1,000 Old Americans and made observa 
sions on ag many more. By Old Ameri: | 
can is designated a native citizén both 
of whose parents and all four of whose 
grandparents were born in this country, 

The investigator meastves the Old 
American and finds him “very satise 
factory.” The average -height of the 
men is 5 feet 8.6 inches, of ‘the women 
5 feet 3.7 inches.. Thig jg above the 
height of the American people in gen- 
eral, and taller by nearly ap inch than 
the average Scotchman,, who up to 
recently enjoyed the’ reputation of loom- 
ing up highest into the European at- 
mosphere. The Qld American ig slender, 
with narrow hands and feet, prevalently 
brown hair, face of a longish eval, no- 
tably réditced cheekbones, relatively long 
nose, moderately developed jawbone, thin 
lips. Dr, Hrowoxa finds him “frank, 
healthy, intelligent.” 

Environment gcores eyer heredity in 
the fact that in 1790 the first- eensus 
showed 89 per cent. of the American 
population to be of British bleod, while 
the remainder was of German, Dutch, 
Irish and French stock.

THE FARMSTEADS. 


My. Joan St. Loe Stascusy in his + 
recent visit to America found release 
from the pessimistic fears with which 
his. mind was filled on Coming, by a 
journey which he made by automobile 
from Buffalo to Philadelphia. As he 
rode through avenues of golden boughs 
he canght glimpses of the bedrock of 
the Republic. A more intimate ac- 
quaintance with this rural’ hinterland 
only increases one’s confidence in these 
foundations upon which our institutions 
ultimately rest. Even though the boughs 
are stripped. of their gold and the Jand- 
seape has lost some of- that brilliant 
beauty which exhilarated the mind of the 
editor of The Spectator, there are reve- 
lations of enduring strength, homely pre- 
vision and sober pleasures which attend 
the coming of Winter and make it a 
season of quiet content for those who 
live in the farmsteads. 

Along the country highways are signs 
of approaching Winter quite aside from 
the changing season, The signs are ap- 
parent in the housing activities, ~ the 
gathering of supplies of firewood and 
vegetables and fruit, the battening of 
windy buildings, and.in some regions the 
installing of double windows and - the 
banking of the house. Pies of pumpkins 
are.now and then in evidence, In the 
Eastern ¢ountry cornstalks are being 
drawn to the barn. Ditches are opened 
for the Winter rains and thaws, Brush 
is collected and burned. Approaches are 
put in order. If the Autumn is open, 
the house or outbuildings may be painted: 
Garden lands are sometimes plowed to 
be in readiness for the first permission 
of Spring. Horses are in use in ‘much 
of this work, for the tractor is not 
available in the upkeep about residence 
and barn, and aninfal power is still the 
stand-by, , , 

There is deep significance to these 
many minor activities, because they in- 
dicate a home, In all the great changes 
in country-life and in farming the home 
remaing and is essentially the same as 
in other years; this is the greatest and 
most important fact in agriculture. It 
outweighs the quantities of things, the 
turn-overs and the activities of produce 
markets, The home is stil] part of the 
farm, rearing new generations in the 
very midst of the realities of life, with- 
out make-believe, stage-play, patronage, 

sing, go-betweens, or superflui- 

es. It‘is a twelve-month institution, 
seemingly as native and unremovable as 
Jand and trees and ceaseless brooks, It 
contributes, taxes rather than rent. Any 
estimate of egriculture that misses this

“ness, for prejudice, for historical in- 
“competence,.and even for actual bad

OUR SMALL WHEAT CROP 
TO AID BRITISH TRADE 


Large Output of Foreign Countries 
Expected to Increase Buying 
Power Over Wide Area. 


The November bulletin of the West- 
minster Bank of London emphasizes the 
part which Europe's. abundant wheat 
harvests. in the fave of American scar- 
city are likely to have in promoting 
British trade revival. Pointing out that 
the hopeful predictions of trade recovery 
in’ England a year ago overlooked the 
fact of that;'séason’s European harvest 


shortage, the bank says: ‘‘Bad harvests 
are apt to clog at the very source the 
process of world trade ‘expansion; 
whereas good harvests act like a trickle 
of fresh oil through the’ cogs. of rusty 


globe where the proditcts of British fac- 
toriés ‘mre sold. This year, in contrast 
to last, the world’s harvests are good as’ 
@ whole, the United States being the 
outstanding exception, and Europe par- 
ticularly hag enjoyed excellent. crops. 
This frill mean that some countries which 
had’ to-import abnormal quantities. of 
foodstuffs last year will next year limit 
their imports to normal or sub-normal 
amounts, and others which were com- 
pelled to import last year will have, in- 
stead, surpluses for export. Both classes 
of country will, therefore, have larger 
resources available for purchasing from 


abroad an increased volume of manu- 
factured goods, imports of which were

“If from these favorable factors no 
tangible result in the shape of sustained 
improvenient is realized, grave disap- 
pointment will indeed be justified. If,. on

the crude standards by which | 


success is-determined in this age. | 
ferhaps the standards by which suc- 
veas is measured in any age are 
crude. Perhaps success is something 
robust which must not shrink from 
rough-and-ready measurement. Per- 
haps weight in mere gold is not quite 
unimportant in a world which has 
openly adopted the gold standard for 
the conduct of the affairs of life. 
At any rate, for good or for ill, the 
guinea stamp has been unequivocally 
placed upon Sargent's achievements. 
During his life it was placed there; 
since his death it hag been once more 
firmly impressed by the million-dol- 
lar sale of his leavings and the ex- 
travagant price of bis pictures every- 
where. That the prices are extrav- 
agant may be admitted without im- 
pugning the validity of the guinea 
stamp or the solid merit of the work. 

This book of. Sargent’s biography, 
written by a Boston art critic and a 
stanch adherent, sounds a sustained 
note of loyal admiration for an artist 
who was a New Englander in spite 
of living in England; who, though 
he came of a mother of ‘German- 
Pennsylvania strain, was a -true 
scion of the line of Epes Sargent of 
Gloucester, Mass. Outside of that, 
the strongest note is one of protest 
and resentment against the critics 
whose ‘insidious doubts. as to Sar- 
gent’s ability’’ have been ‘‘carefully 
strewn among. paragraphs of faint 
Ppraise.”’ 

It began, of course,, with. the Lon- 
don ‘critics of the ‘80s, who found 
the young portrait painter who was 
capturing the fashionable world too 
liberal a violator of academic rtiles 
of composition, and the French crit- 
ics, who lamented that so promising 
a graduate of their ateliers had sold 
himself to the Ducheases of Albion. 
But about these critics—most of 
whom are dead—Mr. Downes ts less 
concerned than about the surviving 
critics, who live in New York. Their 
disparagement of-Sargent, he seems 
to suspect, is somehow related to the 
fact that when Sargent did_not live 
in Chelsea and not traveling in 
Europe, he visited Bos- 
ton and even worked there for con- 
siderable periods. In short, New 
York is jealous—and peevish. 

Confirmation’ of this-hypothesis is 
found in the general tendency in New 
York tw regard as secondary Sar- 
gent’s achievement as a mural 
painter, Such achievement, being 
‘geographically confined to Boston 
and vicinity, is a matter of consid. 
erable pride among Bostonians, who 
are-apt to grow eloquent about the 
number of hours on end that* Sar- 
gent wpent upon the monumental 
lahors which have enriched the walls 
of the Boston Public Library, the 
Reston Museum of Fine Arts and 
Marvard College. Consequently, ft is 
impossible to avoid the reproach to 
Beston invoived in the assumption— 
attributed to some of the New York 


eritics—that Sargent is ‘a failure as

“WORM NURSES 
OF TUSCANY 


Frorencs, italy. 

HIGUSANDS of peasants living 

in the valleys of Tuscany are 

busily engaged in nursing mil- 

lions. of little worms but re- 

cently emerged from the tiniest 

black eggs—larvae almost invisible. 

These little wiggly worms are as 

white and as thin as thread and their 

length is negligible. Yet they are 

growing rapidly and before long, 

having reached the stage just prior 

“to that of butterflies, they will ‘be 

carefully put to death and their 

silky cocoons will be shipped to the 

énds of the earth for My Lady's 
silken this-and-that. 

The production of silk in Italy is 
a highly specialized labor, Here the 
worms are not, as in China and 
India, permitted to go their unham- 
pered way. In fact these Italian silk 
‘worms are hatched in captivity and 
remain in captivity ali their short 
span. The eggs are placed in in- 
cubators and constantly watched. 
When the little worms emerge they 
are immediately covered with mul- 
berry leaves. These are ‘the leaves 
of the white mulberry, not the red, 
which ig common in America. Even 
the tiniest. worm is gifted with the 


no time in climbing from. under the 
leaves; once on top, they begin to 
feed and grow. 

These silk worm babies are great 
pigs and feast almost uninterrupt- 
ediy for three days. Then they go 
into a sort of trance, a state of coma, 
lasting also three days. Subse- 
quently, at the summons of a bell, 
they awaken and once more apply 
themséives, strenuously to the task 
of filling their stomachs with mul- 
berry leaves. But they hdve grown 
in the meantime. 


Mulberry Leaf Food 

Under many a roof, in many a 
green field, ‘the peasant has built 
long, raised platforms. ‘These plat- 
forms are covered. with mulberry 
leaves, on-which crawl countless silk 
worms, Since they donot leave 
Aheir food and wander aimlessly 
about to any extent, not many of 
them experience the accident of fali- 
ing from their platform. They seem 
quite content to stay put as long 
as fresh mulberry leaves are sup- 
plied them. The Tuscan peasants 
are splendid worm’ nurses. They 
clean the beds and pamper and feed 
their charges. with the greatest care. 

A silk worm dislikes having any- 
‘thing on top’ of him. He seeks 
always the surface. When platform 
beds are to be cleaned, the keepers 
place a‘gauze over the leaves upon 
which the worms.are sleeping or 
feeding. To this proceeding the 
worms: object and they. crawl 
through the gauze until they rest on 
top of it. The peasants then care- 
fully lift the gauze, clean the plat- 
form and then replace the whole 
brood of worms, gauze and all. 

When the worms have alternated 
in their feeding and sleeping some 
five’ or six times, they have grown 
to mature silk-worm estate and are 
ready. to build for themselves 4 soft 
cocoon in which to undergo their 
contemplated transformation from 
worm to butterfly. At this stage 
the peasants place numbers of tree 
branches near the beds... One by one 
the wormga are transferred to. there 
branches, which are leafless. Since 
there is nothing to eat and since the 
bare tree givers the impression that 
Winter is at hand, the Worms begin 
to bullid their cocoons. Now &

The ‘“‘audacious’’ Cadorin, object 
of the displeasure and even the 
menace of the\ villagers, the most 
fanatic of whom threaten to efface 
his ‘work, left the frescoes unfinished 
and refused to continue the work, 
but at the solicitation of the diocesan 
commission he has resumed it, al- 
though less tranquilly than before. 

His choice of laymen for the fig- 
ures of the Aposties is the ruling 
subject of discussion in the art world 
of Italy. Répresentatives of the ar- 
tistic world and other sightseers are 
making pilgrimages to the church, 
and the little town has become the 
scene of a totally unexpected activ- 
ity. Cadorin himself ts the object of 
much curiosity as he stands on his 
ladder at work. 


Signor Morgan's Halo 


The figure most offensive to the 
townsfolk is that of a certain Sig- 
nor Morgan, member of the commus- 
sion, who is said to have failed in 
some business undertaking and to 
owe money to the whole community. 

But it did not satisfy his neigh- 
bors. Signor Morgan's halo, accord- 
ing to them, was a sacrilege. Ca- 
dorin, returning to resume the dec- 
oration of the cupola, was obliged 
to adorn the face with a blond 
apostolic beard, concealing in part 
the Mentity of the so-called “‘trans- 
gressor.’’ 

Cadorin says, ‘‘Living contempo- 
rary models were used by all of the 
great masters, Giotto and Donatello 
made true portraits for the figures 
of the prophets. So did Andrea del 
Castagno and Andrea del Sarto, 
Michelangelo and Veronese and. Tin- 
toretto.**

One of the most famous frescoes of 
the thirteenth century is that painted 
by Giotto «in the Chapel of the 
““Podesta,*’ at the Palazzo Bargelio 
in Florence, depicting the poet 
Dante with his cousin, Corso Donati, 
and his master, Brunette Latini. 
Painters and sculptors have also left 
their own effigies in their work, 
sometimes _ concealing it under a 
guise that has not been discovered 
until the present day. One sees at 
certain times as one sees a mirage 
the head of Michelangelo sculptured 
in the hair of “David.’’ ‘ 
The. work of Cadorin on the cupola 
of the church ‘at Moriage is now 
being finished in solitude without 
the intervention of the wagging 
tongues of the village. Before the 
discussion arose the commission, 
parish priest and parishioners were 
admitted daily to inspect the work, 
but the painter refused to resume it 
under such conditions.“ He has 
ceased to.use the inhabitants of the 
village as models and has sent into 
a near-by village for Ampelio Bram- 
bullo, ,;who is possessed of a beau- 
tiful apostolic beard, to pose for 
him.

Inacribed upon the scroll which 
surrounds that thoughtful and gentle 
face, are the words: “To Anne. 
Clough and all true teachers—1&20- 
1892." There is a glow at the heart 
as one gazes upon. that noble head, 
that of a humbly-born woman s0 
close in the’ windows to the’ form 
of an English royal queen, because 
one realizes that America can claim 
something in the vision of this 
pioneer woman educator. She be- 
longs to us. \ 

Fittingly associated with her, in 
the same group of learned women, 


“is the hooded face of Lady Margaret 


Beaufort, patroness of sacred learn- 
ing in an ‘earlier century; while near 
by are representative figures of 
English poetry and song: Elizabeth 
Barrett Browning and Christiana 
Rosetti. The scroll to Mra. Brown- 
ing says, “‘To all who have seen the 
infinite in things.’". On the neigh- 
boring scroll ‘we read, ‘“‘To Chris- 
tiana Rosetti and all sweet singers."’ 
It must not be forgotten that her 
spiritual songs have been placed side 
by side with such religious revela- 
tions as “The Imitation of Christ’’ 
and “The Confessions of St. Augus- 
tine’; and the English people have 
not forgotten that she, like Mrs. 
Browning, bore bravely and with 
fortitude a burden of fli health, and 
sweetly, too, since it served only to 
refine the spiritual quality of her 
song. ._The-book of poems which she 
left behind her has become, next to 
the Bible, to many 4 secondary book 
of devotion. 


Patroness of Learning 


Lady Margaret Beaufort, who 
takes us back to pre-Reformation 
days, is memorialized as a great 
patroness of sacred learning, in a 
century full of-court intrigue and 
an England filled with the pettiness 
of a selfish aristocracy... Herself a. 
woman of the highest rank (her son 
vy her first husband later b 


, ing and prolonging hig days, cheer- 
ing him in defeat, and. making her 
home a place of healing and rest 
for his soul. Two years after her 
distinguished husband’s death. in 
1898, she died, and the tomb of 
' ingland’s greatest Prime Minister 
‘was opened in Westminster Abbey 
to receive .his faithful and devoted 
comrade of over half a century. ‘“‘To 
Catherine. Gladstone and _ all - Loyal- 
hearted Wives.’’ 

The remaining figure in this group 
is that of Charlotte Stanley, Count- 
ess of Derby, who is commemorated 
for her “‘steadfastness."' . This noble 
lady, married in 1626 to James Stah- 
ley, eldest son of the Earl of Derby, 
was established with her husband at 
Lathom House at Ormsirk, a strong- 
hold which had been in the posses- 
sion of the Earls of Derby and their 
forebears since Saxon times. Her 
brave and spirited defense of La- 
thom House against the Parliamen- 
tary Forces in 1644, undertaken. dur- 
ing her husband’s absence in the 
Isle of Man, is-one of the romances 
of history. Sir Walter Scott has em- 
bodied it in ‘‘Peveril of the Peak." 
The memorial window bears testi- 
mony to he? and ‘‘to all steadfast 
women.”

She built and endowed 
churches. throughout England and 
founded bishoprics ag far away as 
Africa and British Columbia. She 
built blocks of comfortable homes 
for working ‘people, opened récrea- 


most ingeni methods for keeping 
hier family alive, she never ceased to 
educate and train them. Too poor'to 
buy books, or to send her children to 
school, she became their sole teacher. 
Her textbook was the Bible, some 
Collects, and the short Catechism. 
Small wonder, indeed, is it that she 
was the mother of John and Charies 
Wesley, the founders of the Wes- 
leyan Church. The two often de- 
clared that the fire they had from 
Heaven—the power which inspired 
thé. great revival of the eighteenth 
century—came from her; she cradled 
the Wesleyan movement. In every 
important decision which these two 
made in later life they looked to her 
for guidance. The last four years 
of her life were. spent in their 
church, There she sat, proud and 
happy, listening to John’s inspired

Elizabeth Fry worked among the 
‘womeh prisoners of Newgate, There 
she established a kind of prison re- 
form unknown, before her day, in 
Great Britain. She brought about 
the separation of the sexes, the 
classification of criminals, instituted | 
female supervision for women crimi- 
als, and made adequate provision 
for teaching them useful trades, The 
meusures which she instituted in 
England became, in her own lifetime,

dows. To behold them one must 
look up at them; and that is the 
more fitting way of looking at them, 
far more ‘than if one saw them upon 
a level with one’s self, or if one 
looked down upon them, as one does 
upon the tomb of Napoleon.

More than one composer sent 
in piano arrangements or sketches of 
work and expected the orchestra, in 
some manner, to play them. Com- 
posers unaware or without a concep-

Several French musicians have pro-/ 
nounced an opinion on the subject, and 
these expressions throw amasing side- 
lights on certain foreign estimates of 
America, morality and prohibition. 
Pierre Bretagne said: “As to im- 
moral music; it seems to me that you 
are right to oppose the campaign in- 
augurated by the Americans, a@ race 
hostile to music. It is absurd to at- 
tach to music without Words a char- 
acter moral or otherwise.~ Pure music 
is beautiful, or it is not, that is all. 
Even when it takes on a semblance of 
sensuality, it is so vague that it can 
in no wise influence the conscience 
of the auditor, and it is always the 
esthetic side which predominates. It 
ean be otherwise with dramatic music, 
Dut then it is the libretto which is at 
fault, because that is the base of the 
work and gives it its tone; even then, 
music worthy of the name, written 
With an ideal of beauty, can never de- 
base the mind. ‘The real work of att 
éan never be immoral.”’ 


Joaquin Nin is not quite s0 serious. 
Be thinks that the Americans have 
found a way of living without doing 
any work, “‘For every day they send 
us some extraotiinary idea, that could 
only be conceived by an idle mind. Is 
negro. music immoral, eorrupting? 

1 It is« silly enough to make 
a whale cry, when it is not, then 
it is amusing. Personally I do not 
think the mixture suits the successors 
of Couperin, Rameau, Fauré or De- 
bussy, not even the disciples of Ravel 
or Eric Satie, but negro music im- 
moral!

“From humerous monuments and 
from literary descriptions we know 
that the music of. the ancient peoples 
was intimately allied to thelr social 
life.

Primitive music had a 
near resemblance to the popular inusi¢ 
which has survived eye to this day in 
some parts of Europe, but which is 
being superséded even in the country. 
side by modern music of the gramo- 
phones and phonographs, . 

“Present day niusic, studied in con. 
sérvatories, playéd at concerts, is not 
popular but learned musi¢, the aristo- 
cratic art of the bourgeois, afd is 
much less widespread than the other, 
This learned music, in contradiction to 
the popular, is constantly being trans- 
formed. It is subject to conditions of 
time, place and \to the situation of the 
composers, 

“It ‘s admitted that antique music 
was monodic; it was poor in harmony, 
but richer than ours in rhythm and 
melody. _The melodic richness of the 
divers modes can be found in the 
Gregorian musio of the . Catholic 
Church and the Hebfew chants of the 
synagogues; both of them have been 
transmitted orally. from the reriotest 
times. The ancient modes abandoned 
by classic musicians are being used 
again by the composers of the twen 
tieth century.’*: . 


The Opéra-Comique revived Clatde 
Debussy’s “Botte & Joujoux’’ and Al- 
fred Bruneau’s ‘Le Reéve:’* Le Ménbe- 
strel sald that “these two dissimilar 
works marked a stage in the evolution 
of French music. ‘La Botte & Joujoux’ 
first Appeared on the @¥e of 1924 and 
completed a cycle In the musical de- 
velopment of Debussy. There’ is a 
miraculous accord between the music 
and the illustrations of M. Hellé, It 
was transformed into’ a ballet for chil- 
dren six years ago at the Vaudeville. 
It has “inspired a whole series of 
similar works, "La Nuit ée,’ 
“Le Petit Hilfe Ferme-!’Odil,’ and more 
recently ‘L'Hnfant et ea Sortiléges.’ 
Nowhere does Debussy show stich 
sobriety of means; a few notes suffice 
to indicate his intentions, -The mise en

OZART’S Grahd Massa in C was 
the chief work the London 
Choral Goclety presented under 

Arthur Fagge's direction at Queen's 
Hall Nov, 25. The work was started 
ia pursuance of ‘a Vow that if 
evér he married Constanes Weber he 
would have a new masse performed at 
Salzburg. It was unfinished when the 
time came and was given at the 
Peterskirche in August, 1788, a month 
after the Moszarts came to Balabure. 
Its first performandce in its present 
form took place at Dresden in 1901 
and it Was given for the first time in 
Wagland at the Bristol Féstival in 
1005 under the direction of Gedrre 
Riseley, now ah octogenarian, who 
paid a special visit to Queen's Hail to 
hear it once more. To the London 
public it was a& novelty. 


An ‘In Memoriam’. concert was 
given by the Quéen’s Hall Orchestra, 
directed: by Sir Henry Wood, Dec. 2. 
The program of the concert was iden- 
tical with that which was played in 
memory of King Edward oh May 10, 
1010. it consisted of Chopin’s Funeral 
March, Tchaikovsky's *‘Pathetic Sym- 
phony,” Movsart’s: Masonic funera) 
music, the Trawermarsch from ‘'Got- 
térdimmerung” ‘and the arias “O 
Rest in the Lord” (from ‘'Hlijah’’), 
and “God Shall’ Wipe Away All 
Tears’ (from Sullivan's ‘Light of 
the World’’), . 


Masthope Martin, the. Haglish com- 
poser, who wrote the ‘Songs of the 
Fair’’ cycle, died at Hampstead, Eng- 
land; in October. His “Songs of the 
Fair’ series attained a world-wide 
reputation. At the time of his death 
Mr. Martin was 88 years old. He 
studied at the Royal College of Music, 
London.

Municipal orchestras siready exist in 
various places in and. The Parks 
Committees of the London CGounty 
Couneill has been asked-to consider’ the 
possibility of founding « muntoipal 
orchestra for London. Robin H, Legge 
in THE Dally Telegraph commbvats of 
the proposal: “For many a weary 
year we have advouated ‘the idea that 
ali self-respecting ‘muziolpalitics 
should possess their own orchestras, 
and wo have seen them grow in Very 
unlikely places, But here, in the mat= 
ter of London, We are up against a 
matter of an importancé fat more fare 
reaching than any other similar propé- 
sition. Look at London, for example. 
What, for this purpose, is London? 
Where in this London dan the London 
County Counoil give their municipal 
concerts? How many municipal of 
chestras is it proposed td engage, or, 
if one, will it tour Gpeater London 
weekly? The idea is magnificent, But 
the difficulties in front of it are mag. 
nificent, too, in thelr magnitude, 
Think of the variety Of iihes that must 
be controlied; Anthony Bernard has 
founded an orchestra of about five and 
twenty players, who play to perfection. 
But what? Is the music of his choice 
likely to be that of the folk catered for 
by the London County. Council? I 
sincerely hope the idea will be thrashed 
out as to the possibilities of the ors 
chestra.in all its branches. Most sin- 
cerely do I hope that ‘the London 
County Council musi¢-tasters will real- 
ize that: only the best. is good enough 
for the folk, and that the day is lang 
ayne when frivolous tosh will: satisfy 
the folk, I would suggest that the 
London County Council Parks Com- 
mittee take Frank Bridge into their 
early counsels, a. most level-headed, 
capable and thoroughly experienced 
conductor, who has beaten 6ut his. own 
path and never swerved into the mod- 
ern back-waters.”’

Details of the Mosque. 

Passing through the main entrance, 
ene steps into the first garden, sur- 
rounded by an’ arcade, beautiful in 
mosaic and tile. The! columns, in 
groups of two, are of/marble. In the 
middle of the garden, which will also 
be paved with mosaic, are fountains, 
marble basins and little cedar shrubs. 
The enclosure will serve as an ante- 
chamber to the mosque and as a meet- 
ing and contemplation place ‘for its 
brown habitués. There one now finds 
quaintly costumed Moors and Arabs, 
who have wens concern with the 
work. 

There are two guest buildings—low 
pavilions, each containing a half dozen 
rooms, which can be put at the dis- 
posal of important visitors of Islamic 
faith. Near at hand is the house of 
the’ Mufti, separated from the: similar 
one of the Iman by a magnificent 
“salle d'honneur,” which will be used 
for great receptions, reunions and 
semi-religious gatherings. 

Crossing the main garden -~ one 
reaches the great door of the Mosque, 
on the other side of which is the ‘‘ves- 
tibule’’ of the Prayer Room—a large 
open space, surrounded, like the first 
garden, by an arcade. The upper part 
of this arcade is panelled in “hand- 
carved cedar whose sweetness is al- 
most overpowering. -The work on this 
wood is-Bo lavish ‘as to look like em- 
broidery. The lower part of the walls 
is tiled in painted porcelain and boasts 
a frieze of fine pottery-on which are 
embossed or painted verses and in- 
scriptions from the Koran—a long task 
on which many ‘turbaned artisans in 
white and colored robes.are still -en- 
gaged. The arcade and the’open patio. 
will 'be paved with marble and there 
is a splendid marble fountain. 


On the right is the washing room'in 
which the ablutions prescribed before 
prayer can be accomplished. , At the 
entrance to the Prayer Room itself is 
the place where all shoes must be 
taken off and deposited in little niches 
of caryed r. On the left is the 
library,.in which will be “The Book” 
itself and. commentaries and theologi- 
cal works, as well as a few fine illu- 
minated manuscripts of great antiq- 
uity, the works of great Islamic relig- 
lous writers and poets, These valuable 
contributions will be gifts from many 
North African mosques and ‘monas- 
teries. 

Electricity and Steam. 

The prayer room, white and finely 
proportioned, can hold 600 people. 
The great cupola, lined with lacily 
carved cedar, rests on fifty-six pillars 
of marble. Tite floor is-marble-paved, 
but will be>covered with rich prayér 
tugs from Persia, Turkey and Arabia.

FOR THEIR 


DEER AND ELK TOO NUMEROUS 


FORAGE SUPPLY 





ESPITE its ‘‘great open spaces,’’ 
D the West has congestion~ prob- 

lems. Deer and elk overcrowd 
their ranges. In the Jackson Hole 
country in Wyoming the size of the 
elk herds—25,000 to 40,000—is #uch 
that when snow drives them from the 
mountains the forage in the lowlands 
is not sufficient and many die of star- 
vation. This year in that region the 
Izaak Walton League, other. sports- 


est Service, stockmen and county and 
State officials of Wyoming have been 
supplying hay for the elk. 

Another overcrowded—and at pres- 
ent unrelieved—section of the West is 
in. the Kaibab national forestin North- 
ern Arizona. Deer in this forest have 
been’ protected. So greatly did they 
increase that. forage became. insuffi- 
cient. The 30,000 deer were in a sec- 
tion hemmed 'in by a part of the can- 
yon of the Colorado River. To relieve 
the overpopulation an attempt was 
made a year-ago to drive 5,000 of the 
animals: across the canyon into other 
parts of Arizona, 


To do this it was necessary to de- 
scend the south rim of the great can- 
yon, a mile’ deep; cross the Colorado 
River by swimming and then ascend 
the north rim. From the top of the 
south rim to the top of the north rim 
is thirty miles. The man who made} 
@ contract with Arizona to perform 
this feat assembled the best cowboys, 
but found at the end of the ‘third day 
that he and his men had attempted 
the impossible. It is one thing to 
drive a bunch of cattle‘or horses, but 
quite another thing to drive a large 
herd of deer. The undeértaking proved 
a. failure, 


Then the Government tried the ex- 
pedient of reducing the number of deer 
in the Kaibab forest byvopening a lim- 
ited season for shooting. Their opera- 
tion made no appreciable reduction in 
the number of the deer.

ACTS may be cold and _ hard, 
but they seldom force their 
own recognition. It Ys so easy 
to goon discussing a question 
without relation to the facts at 
-“the time! Most of us dislike to change 
our opinions, even when the facts 
compel it; and some of us resist the 
Change in spite of them. I think this 
“explains the disposition of a few peo- 
plein America to discuss the question 
of the World Court as if ‘the world 
were still in the positien It was in at 
the time of the’ Hague Conferences 
almost a generation ago. Some of our 
current discussion ‘is still addressed to 
the establishment of’ a World Court, 
Wow, what are the facts? 


The World Court, which is the popu- 
Jar American name for the Permanent 
Court of Interniational Justice, was 
“established five ‘years‘ago by a spe- 
cial treaty called the Protocol of Sig- 
mature, to which the Court Statute 
ds adjoined. ‘The treaty bears. the 
‘Gate of Dec. 16, 1920. Until now 
“that treaty "has been signed by forty- 
eight nations, and it may soon be 
‘Signed by Germany. ag“a forty-ninth. 
Int .pursuance of this special ‘treaty, 
the nomination of candidates took 
place in 1921 and a succéssful election’ 
of the Judges was held in’ September, 
1921. 

It is notablé that throughout the 
world there has since , been almost no 
criticism of the men elected. In Janu- 
ary, 1922, almost fqur years ago, the 
Judges came together at The Hague, 
framed a code of procedure called the 
Rules of Court, and organized for 
work. In June, 1922, ‘the Court met 
to consider the first -questign sub- 
mitted to it, and on July 31, 1922, it 
handed down its first opinion. In 
these four years it has héld altogether 
ten sessions_and has handed down 
eighteen judgments and opinions. The 
latest opinion was given on Noy. 21, 
1925. Ong case is now,pending be- 
fore the Court, and it seems probable 
that an extra session will. be held 
early in 1926 for dealing with it. 


WERE the Court Has Dene. 


‘These facts ought to speak for 
themselves: The world is no longer 
faced ‘with the-question of establish- 
in a World Court.:t battled with that 


problem from 1899 to~1920, and after |” 


many failures success was achieved. 
Not only does the Court exist today. 
Not only has it been given the sup- 
port of forty-eight nations—a larger 
mumber than was represented at éither 
of the Hague Conferences. Not only 
has it earned the confidence of law- 
yers throughout the world. All f; 
these Are achieved facts. But it has 
also puilded a jurisprudence. It has 
already made a significant contribu- 
tion to the .developmient of interna- 
-- tional law. It deeply embedded it- 
“pelf in the world's treaty.law. It haa. 
made itself a foundation of law and 
order in ger organized world society.

Court Has Been Steadily Pusy. 

But few of us dared to ne ‘ict in 
1920 the degrse of the Cous<*3 suc- 
cess. Inthe first place, few lawyers 
thought *the Court would have much 
to.do immediately. .In its first four 
years. the Supreme Court of the 
United States handed down but three 
opinions, arid it did not have a con- 
tested case uritil its sixth’ meeting. 
The Permanent Court of Arbitration, 
set. up in 1900 by the Hague Conven- 
tion of 1899, had but two arbitrations 
down to.the end of 1904. So that some 
of us in 1920 feared that the new 
World Court would be an ornament on 
the shelf of the world’s good inten- 
tions, 

That- expectation ¥ was happily disap- 
pointed. During~ 1925 the. Jud .es 
have been at The Hague in every 
month of the year except September 
and December; they. have worked for 
two-hundred and ten days, exclusive 
of days spent in traveling, and. they 
are paid. indemnities in - addition - to 
their salaries for only two hundred 
days, inclusive of days spent in frav- 
‘eling. 

Some of us also feared in 1920 that 
the complicated scheme agreed upon 
for electing the Judges might give dif- 
ficulty. Instead, the election in 1921 
went off very smoothly, and a second 
election to fill a vacancy in 1923 was 
similarly smooth. Few of us foresaw 
the great service to be performed by 
the.Court in giving advisory opinions 
to the Council of the League of Na- 
tions. Some strange proposajs were 
made for distinguishing between dis- 
putes and quéstions in this conhec- 
tion; ‘but four years have shown that 
the Court must always act as a court, 
and that in.practice no distinction can 
be.made between its.procedure in han- 
dling interparty cases and its proced- 
ure in framing advisory opinions. 

Some people were also concerned in 
1920 about the possible disregard by 
some State of/a decision or opinion of 
the Court, and there was much talk 
about sanctions. But the’ experience 
of these years has given pretty clear 
indication that the best sanction for 
thé —_— of the Court is its own im- 


and character. 

With the World Court thus estab- 
lished, with its work so well begun, 
with such an important réle given to 
it_in current International life, it 
would seem that its future is assured. 
Indeed, it is; difficult to imagine the 
world ever being willing to do without 
it. If it continues to hold the con- 
fidence of lawyers and foreign offices, 
if it can go on for half a century 
building up the jurisprudence which 
its first eighteen judgments and opin- 
ions have begun, it seems clear that 
the twentieth century will have taken 
@ long stride toward a law-governed 
world. - 


The Question for America. 


In America, thén, the question is not 
whether we shall cooperate in estab- 
lishing an international court. Othe 
nations would be wholly unwilling to 
scrap the Court that exists, and’ two 
such .courts are unthinkable. The 
question is, shall we give our support 
to. the World Court that is? 

We once had the leadership in the 
movement to establish just such a 
court. We had a great opportunity 
to participate in the final stages of 
that movement in 1920, but most of 
us except’ Elihu Root were then ab- 
sorbed‘in debate, and while Mr, Root 
made: & great contribution in his in- 
dividual capacity the dé@bate tied the 
hands of our Government and it con- 
tributed nothing. Since that date our 
Government has consistently favored 
international cooperation. in the ab- 
stract, but it has not in any way sup- 
ported the existing Court. Our people 
are said to. have voted in favor of 
some association of nations as opposed 
to the actual association that exists, 
while forty-eight other peoples have 
been ejecting Judges, paying their sal- 
aries and. making treaties for the use 
of the Court. Fifteen other peoples 
have actually been represented before 
the Court. ‘The world has not waited 
for our action.

In truth, the chief contribution of 
the World Court .to world peace lies 
in its giving advisory opinions to 
the Council of the League of Nations. 
This can be seen by a glance at its 
work ‘to date. Its six judgments deal 
with three sets of cases.* One relates 
to the right of Germany to-close ‘the 
Kiel Canal in time of war; one to a 
financial obligation of the British Em- 
pire with respect to concessions ia 
Palestiné; and one to the iriterpreta- 
tion of an obscure clause concerning 
reparations in the Bulgarian peace 
treaty. It seems most improbable that

On,-the other hand, the. advisory 
opinions given by the Court to the 
Council of the League have related to 
the legal phases of boundary disputes 
in thrée instances, of disputes about 
the protection of minorities in. four 
instances, of disputes about the inter- 
pretation of treaties of great political 
importance in four instances. It seems 
only proper to conclude that the main 
contribution to be made by the Court 
to maintaining peace will bein the ju- 
dicial assistance it gives to other bodies 
set up for that purpose—bodies. in 
which the United States does not now 
eooperate. 

Even when the significance of the 
step is not. exaggerated, it still would 
seem a tragedy for the United: States 
to refuse its support’ to. the World 
Court. Jt would mean our refusal 1° 
range our country on the side of law 
and order in international affairs, It 
would mean that we shoyld refuse 
even this modest réle in the vast 
amount of international - cooperation 
developed \since the war. We should 
be withholding our encouragement 
from the mast hopeful agency for the 
development of international law, We 
might refuse support, and still "make 
use of the Court by agreeing with 
other nations to submit our disputes 
to it, but that is go unlikely that our 
refusal would mean that: we should be 
setting a bad example: to other na- 
tions and encouraging them: to seek 
settlements outside. the processes ‘of 
law. ~ Our refusal would’ mean a re- 
versal of a ‘policy which we followed 
consistently when we weré a young, 
striving ‘country and which helped to 
gain for us the reputation for enlight- 
ment we still enjoy. 


Position-of Other Nations. 


It is now quite generally agreed that 
it is desirable that our support should 
be given to this Court that exists.

Rescuing America. 

Mr. Zukor and his former partner; 
Marcus Loew, were two mentwho did 
much to rescue America from this. un- 
happy plight.» Zukor,,a native of 
Hungary, camie.to this country thirty- 
five years ago at.the age of 16. His 
first job was in.a,fur shop, where he 
earned the munificent salary of $2 a 
week. He and Loew met and in 1898 
were in the fur business together. 
About 1903 they bought a penny-in- 
the-slot establishment .on. Fourteenth 
Street, and this seems to have’ been 
their first venture in the show busi- 
ness. “It succeeded; -as-most of their 
enterprises have done since that time. 

The penny-in-the-slot business led 
naturally to-the motion~picture busi- 
ness, and about 1908 Zukor.and Loew 
took over the old Grand Street The- 
atre, installed a projection ‘machine 
at one end-and a white curtain at the 
other, and established one of the first 
full-fledged nickelodeons. . These were 
profitable, but neither the admission 
price nor the kind. of pictures shown 
satisfied Zukor and Loew. 

A nickelodeon was. a place to which 
people resorted when they could not

The 
pictures ‘were poor, both technically 
and artistically—if' the word ‘“‘art’’ 
could be even remotely associated with 
them.’ Slapstick comedy and crude

they had roofs and were warm in 
Winter. 

Until about 1912 ‘nearly all the  mo- 
tion pictures produced were in the 
form of one-reel films, each of which 
“As these 
were usually. changed.daily, an enor- 
mous number were demanded. In 
1912 the distributing field was domi- 
nated by the General Film -Company, 
which distributed all the films for ten 
producing companies... Some of the 
names of these companies are still 
familiar—Pathé, Vitagraph, Biograph, 
Selig, Lubin, Edison, Kalem, Milies, 
Kleine and Imp. In 1912 4,852 films 
were. unloaded upon the American 
public, and of these the General Film 
Company handled 2,507. 


At first the mactice had been to sell 
films outright and the purchasers 
could get ‘back’ some, of. their. money 
after using them ‘themselves by pass- 
ing them .on to other exhibitors. The 
exhibitor bought. by the foot, regard- 
less of the nature of the picture, much 
as though he were buying cloth or 
lumber... Usually he bought complete 
programs, which he was obliged’ to 
take“as they were sent to him. He 
was so tied up by contracts that about 
his only recourse, if he did not like 
the pictures he was getting, was to go 
out of businéss.. Under these ¢ondi- 
tions. the motion - picture’ developed 
slowly. :

MONG the curious_relics of early 
New York preserved in the mu- 
seum room of the New York 

Historical. Society is a marble slab 
that was part of a monument erected 
in 1806 to commemorate the spot on 
the Weehawken dueling ground 
where Alexander Hamilton was shot 
by Aaron Burr on July 11, 1804. The 
slab was presented to the society sev- 
eral. years ago by the;late Mrs. John 
King Van Rensselaer. It bears an 
inscription stating that the monument 
‘was erected by the St. Andrew’s So- 
ciety of the State of New York. 

The monument long since disap- 
peared and this single stone with its 
weather-worn inscription is the only 
Temaining remnant. This stone, lost 


Yrom a junk shop and given to Mrs. 
husband’s family. 
When Mrs. Van Rensselaer presented 
the slab to the New’ York Historical 
Society George A. Morrison Jr., who

As 
late as 1915 Mary Pickford contracted 
to do. ten pictures in a year, which at 
that time, according to the defendants’ 
brief in the present case, was “reg.rd- 
ed as a small-annual output for a 
star.’’ The general run of motion. pic- 
ture actors.and directors were expect- 
ed to turn out a complete néw picture 
every few days. 

In 1912 the so-called feature film ap- 
peared:in:the form of. “Queen Hliza- 
beth,’’ with .Sarah Bernhardt in the 
title rdle, which: Mr. Zukor purchased 
from a French producer. 

“Queen Elizabeth’? was an experi- 
tment to test Mr.’ Zukor’s plan for “the 
production of motion pictures, each of 
which would\.present. a .contimuous 
story running for an hour or longer, 
and in each of which stars from~the 
spoken drama would’be featured.’’ The 
result was encouraging enough to lead 
to the organizat‘on of the Famous 
Players Film Company, in June, 1912, 
with Daniel Frohman as Vice Presi- 
dent and director. Then’ came “Thd 
Prisoner of Zende,’’ with Jamies: K. 
Hackett in the leading réle; “Tess of 





the: D’Urbervilles,’’ with Mrs. Fiske; 
“Cinderella,’’ with Mary Pickford, and 
“The American Citizen,’’ with Jobn 
Barrymore. The flood of feature pic- 
tures, which were to’climb in elabora- 
tion and expense until they fairly out- 
did anything ever seen in real life, 
ancient or modern, then began. 


What Piétures Cost. 


In’1912 the average picture was 
slapped together for about $8,000; an 


average picture. today costs at least 


$200,000. Star pictures,’ as'is well 
known, cost much more; Eight hun- 
dred thousand dollars was spent on 
“The Covered Wagon,’ $1,600,000 on 
“The Ten Commandments,” $2,000,000 
on “The Thief of Bagdad.’’ Expenses 
have increased all along the line. In 
1914, it was testified,’ the average 
price paid for:a scenario by the Zukor 
company. was $1,500. :.A decade later 
this had risen. to $18,000 or $20,000 
and when a@ book or play was much in 
demand larger.sums were being pai‘.

Consequently, the best way to become 
a motion dramatist is to become a 
novélist or short story writer. 

When Zukor had/ completed his first 
feature film he found that. the Gen- 
eral Film Company, which then domi- 
nated the field (it was dissolved two 
years later by Federal suit). would not 
circulate them, and he was compelled, 
according to testimony put in at the 
Trade Commission hearings, to dis- 
tribute them himself. « Out of this’ ne- 


cessity came the ownership of ‘‘key 


theatres’’ by the producers, “block 
booking” and other conditions and 
practices which were complained of 
at Washington. 





The same -nectssity led other pro- 
ducers to’go. into the business of dis- 
tribution. It also led to what the 
Rederal: Trade Commission ‘has _ re- 
ferred to as “‘integration”—that is, the 
unjon of small companies to make big 
Qnes and the growth of big ones at 
the expense’ of Httle ones. 

The result was three large producing 
and distributing companies which, 
among them,: probably control two- 
thirds’ of the 250 high-grade feature 
films—the ‘only. ones ‘that can. lay 
claim, eyen approximately, -to being 
“art’—produced in: an. average ‘year. 


; One is Mr. Zukor’s own company, the 


Famous Players-Lasky, A second is 
the Metro-Goldwyn-Meyer, with Zu- 
kor’s former. partner, Loew, at its 
head... A third is the: Associated First 
National. Famous Players makes and 
releases about 80. pictures a year, 
Metro-Goldwyn releases 50, and the 
First National: makes about 20 and 
buys. about 30 from so-called “‘inde- 
pendent” producers, ® 

All these companies own theatres— 


“key theatres’ whith are to the mo- 
tion picture business what the bell- 
wether is to a flock of sheep. Zukor 
has an interest in 180 theatres. If 
the petition laid before the Trade Com- 
mission is acted upon he will be asked 
to give them up ahd confine himself 
to producing. If Zukor is. forced to 
do this other companies, whether be- 
longing to the ‘‘Big Three’’ or not, 
will have to follow suit. Hundreds of 
millions of. dollars will change hands 
and the entire motion picture industry 
will be, it is said, disorganized. 


The Small Producer’s Position. 


In this contention lies the whole 
story of the recent development of the 
film industry. There is no place in it 
for the small produeer unless he can 
make a. bargain with one of ‘the large 
distributers. The making: of films— 
and in some cases, even moreso, the 
selling of them—is enormously expen- 
sive, Mr. Zukor’s company spends as 
much as 20 or 25 per. cent. of’ the 
gross rentals on selling costs alone.

Fatigue Poisons as Cause, 

The scientists.who made the recent 
tests in. Washington seem to support 
the so-called’ chemical-theory. 
“The changes found in every single 
case,’? they say, ‘‘are similar to the 
changes found in various states.of in- 
toxication: When a drunkard becomes 
intoxicated: what does he do?. Sleep; 
and as a rule. he wakes de-toxified. 
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So in the case of our @xperiments the 
chemical and: (Microscopical | ‘analyses 


pointed to a state of intoxication which |: 


was cured by a short period of sleep.” 
The intoxication which leads to sleep 
is caused evidently by an excess of 
toxins or poisons produced by muscu- 
lar -and nerve exertion. They are 
thrown off when the body and mind 
are at rest, and. complete rest is 
achieved through sleep. 
But_ this: theory ‘is .beset by’ difficul- 
ties, which the Washington investi- 
gators think may have been cleared 
up in-part by their recent tests: They 
found that two of the st} showed 
tairly high basal metabo rates, and. 
in one of these there was unusual ac- 


tivity.of the thyroid’ gland#/These two 


got along ordinarily with less. sleep 
than the others, giving only six .out 
of every twenty-four hours to slum- 
ber; and these two were the ones who 
yolunteered to stay awake for an addi- 
tional eighteen hours: In their cases

\ This, they think, may be explained 
by the evident fact that “‘it is not so 
much how long we sleep, as how fast 
our sleep mechanisms work while we 
are asleep. In short, sleep /yhas not 
only+length but depth. ' 

“Tf ‘this assumption. be true, . the 
length ‘of time that people sleep is 
very largely’a habit... It might ba ‘pos. 
sible to cause their sleep méchanism 
to. work faster, just as by a series of 
reflexes we can make he salivary 
glands work faster.’’ 

The findings of Hohischutter are 
cited to the effect that the average 
person’ sleeps 100. times as soundly 
during the first two hours as during 
the last hour.

Bogoljubow Stands Out. 


The outstanding figure ofthe Moscow} 


tournament naturally. is Bogoljubow, the 
winner of first prize, who is the first of 
the masters who can beast of such a tri- 


umph with Dr. Lasker and Capablanca 
placed below him. Pillsbury and Mar- 
shall, both Americans, accomplished thé 
feat ‘of outranking Dr. Lasker at, Has- 
tings and Cambridge Springs—rare octa- 
gions when the great German player 
failed to capture the highest honors. It 
remained for the Soviet chess herd to set 
@ precedent in this respect. 

That the Ukrainian merited his suc- 
cess is clearly evident from.a pe of 
the scores of such of his games 
come to hand. He went ‘thro 
tournament with et otal » score of J 
a@ percentage of .775. This truly re 
gnarkable record considering ‘the “high 
class of the field. The totals were made 
up of 13 wins, 2 losses and 5 drawn 


games. ' a a 

From the Very start the eventual win- 
mer set a hard pace, losing his first 
game in the eighth -ronnd.to Richard 
Reti, who was the only, one to defeat 
Capablanca in New. York last year. 
Bogoljubow did not lose again until the 
nineteenth round, > which he succumbed 
to the energetic play of Capablanca. 

However, by that time-he,had @ win- 
ning lead over Dr. Lask ker ald could ‘af- 
ford to drop ‘that point and draw his 
fast two games as well, emerging with a 
margin of 1% points to the good. His 
guccess made of Bogoljubow another fac- 
tor to be reckoned with in world charh- 
pionship calculations. In fact, it is gen- 
erally understood that he will be backed 
to play against Capablanca by the same 
Soviet interests which made possible the 
tournament at Moscow. 

Bogqljubow is the son of an orthodox 
Russiah priest and was born on April.1, 
1889, at Stanislawtzik in the Government 
of Kieff, which is now Ukrainia. - He 
participated in an international masters’ 
tournament for the first time at Mann- 
heim, Germany, in 1914, which, however, 
was interrupted by the outbreak of the 
war. With other Russians he was in- 
terned at Triberg,.and during his im- 
prisonment he took part.in eight tourna- 
ments with his interned comrades, win- 
ming five first prizes. 


Won Third at Gatenborg.

‘Just- what those restrictions 
will be is the problem nqw facing the 
officials who Plan to sponsor thig tour- 
nament. 

Will Replace Junior Event. 

In the event’ the billiard officials final- 
ly adopt a set of restrictions, a tourna- 
ment will be held, and this will be the 
one to take the place of the proposed 
nationa] junior championship tourna- 
ment. Virtually all the ledding balkline 
stars will be invited to compete, and the 
winner will be recognised as the national 
straight ral champion. It also is. felt 
that if the new straight rail game ‘proves 
a@ success, everything will be done to en- 
courage more compétition at this style. 

A few weeks ago, in the Suganuma- 
Hagenlacher match, 8 numa made a 
run of 926, while. Hageniacher also came 
through with a run of 752. . Suganuma 
also was credited with running out a 
string of 400 points in twenty minutes, 
which would not be enough to make it 
worth while for, the spectator.. But the 
task is to find restrictions. which : will 
meet: with the approval.of the spectators 
as well as the players and not slow up 
the. game, The present balkline, game 
was ,the result. of. a drive to find a 
game which would make play more dif- 
ficult, for the experts. This was accom- 
plished to a certain degree, but it proved 
too severe for the average player, 

Two suggestions already have been 
made, but others are invited, according 
to Thomas’ A.’ Dwyer of the Bruns- 
wick-Balke-Collender Company, who. is 
one of the sponsors for the straight. rail 
tournament.
